PROTESTANT CHURCH POPULAR IN KOREA, SEOUL 

A Protestant church here has grown so much in recent 
months that the building is filled and part of the con- 
gregation is forced to sit outside for services. The church 
was started a year ago with fifty members. Now there are 
over 1,000.

STEADY NERVES FROM SMOKING? 
Smoking even half a cigarette will make your fingers 
tremble—if you inhale. This was shown by experiments 
on 100 college students at Athens, Ga., of whom 50 were 
smokers and 50 non-smokers. The smokers show more 
finger tremor as a result of the smoking than do non- 
smokers, Dr. A. S. Edwards, of the University of Georgia, 
reports in the Journal of Applied Psychology. This, he be- 
lieves, is because the habitual smoker generally inhales. 
For non-smokers, finger trembling went up 18 per cent; 
for smokers, 39 per cent. Results with “denicotinized” cig- 
arettes were practically identical. But when cornsilk was 
used, no increase in tremor resulted. Dr. Edwards also 
tested out the claim that refraining from smoking makes a 
person shaky. After two hours without cigarettes, finger 

tremor had not increased.—Science News Letter. 


VIEWS OF EMINENT AUTHORITIES ON THE RELA- 
TIONSHIP BETWEEN JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 
AND CIGARETTES 

“Boys use tobacco because they are physically and men- 
tally weak and morally unsound; or they become physical - 
ly, mentally, and morally impaired because they use to- 
bacco; or each factor may be partially cause and partially 
effect. In any event, the results of this study would seem 
to indicate that a close connection exists between low men- 
tality, physical weakness, moral delinquency, and cigarette 
smoking. If this be true, the cigarette should be regarded 
as a badge of the physical weakling, the mentally incom- 
petent and the morally unsound.”—Superintendent H. D 
Hervey, of Malden, Massachusetts. 

“I did not suppose there could longer be any doubt in 
the minds of men who are informed, or who follow at all 
closely the growing youth, of the influence of the cigarette 
habit upon the boy from ten to seventeen years of age. We 
find it one of the most baneful influences which we have 
to combat in this court.”—Judge Hulbert of the Detroit 
Juvenile Court. 

“Cigarettes are the cause of the downfall of more boys 
in this institution than all other vicious habits com- 
bined.”—Dr. Hutchinson of the Kansas State Reformatory. 

Dr. John Harvey Kellogg, M.D., LL.D., F.A.CS., said, 
“Athletes, when in training, are never allowed to smoke. 
Every trainer is familiar with the deadly effects of tobacco. 
Why shouldn’t the businessman, the professional man, 
the statesman, as well as the sportsman, show equal inter- 
est to protect his body from the evil effects of a drug which 
is the deadly foe of efficiency, both mental and physical?” 
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LIQUOR 

Two policemen, while on duty in Los Angeles County, 
picked up two married women at three o’clock in the morn- 
ing and went on a spree. The survivor says he doesn’t 
know whether he took six drinks or six hundred. They shot 
off their guns, beamed their red lights at motorists, and 
finally engaged in a fight. One shot the other and killed 
him. The tragic part of this picture is that eleven children 
were involved in this episode. Each woman was the mother 
of two. One policeman was the father of four, the other 
of three. And yet they tell us, “If you’ll let liquor alone, 
it will let you alone.” These eleven children were letting 


the stuff alone.

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Only a step from secularism 
that bans the Bible to Athe- 
ism that attacks it

The National Education Association 
Journal has in its April issue an an- 
alysis of the Supreme Court decision, 
written by Willard E. Givens, executive 
secretary of the N.A.E., and headed by 
this striking paragraph, in bold type: 
“In our opinion, this decision of the 
Supreme Court in no way voids the 
responsibility of the public schools to 
inculcate those moral and ethical prin- 
ciples which are the essence of the 
good life. One of the important objec- 
tives of public education has been, 
and always will be, to inspire in youth 
a deep appreciation for the basic 
spiritual and religious values which 
give meaning to existence, provide the 
foundation of good character, and are 
guides to a higher order of human 
conduct.” 

So the public schools are to inculcate 
moral and ethical principles which are 
the essence of good life. Where are we 
to find these? Do they come from God? 
Are they from the Bible? Are they 
separate from “religion”? Evidently 
Dr. Givens does not think so. He writes 
that ‘one of the important objectives 
of public education will be to inspire 
in youth a deep appreciation for the 
basic spiritual and religious values 
which give meaning to existence, pro- 
vide the foundation of good character, 
and are guides to a high order of 
human conduct.” 

All educators agree that character 
and good citizenship are the chief ends 
of education. Will it be character with- 
out Christ? Shall we rule out God 
and the Bible? What are the educa- 
tional leaders of America putting in 
its place? The answer is plain. They 
are putting secularism in its place. 
They are putting atheism in its place. 
Doubtlessly, Dr. Givens would never a- 
gree with this, but teachers reading 
the N.E.A. Journal, and all its pro- 
nouncements of educational leaders in 
the schools where there is no Bible, 
certainly never get the idea that 
“basic spiritual and religious values” 
have anything to do with God. The 
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How Can We Have Moral Kducation Without God? 


This is the fourth and concluding article in Dr. McQuilkin’s series on 
“The Supreme Court and the Atheist,” a discussion of the Court’s de- 
cision in the Champaign (Ill.) case. In connection with this last article, 
Dr McQuilkin writes: “It seems to me crystal clear that whatever our 
differing views may be, the statements in this Supreme Court deci- 
sion, if taken at their face value, must mean that chaplains in the Army 


and in Congress are absolutely illegal... . 


What seems to me their 


weak and foolish argument, that the use Of public school buildings 
would help certain sects in building up their faiths, should certainly 
suggest that the Government is helping Protestants, Catholics, and 
Jews to build up their faith and spending millions of dollars to do it. 
Of course, sensible Americans will recognize that the motive there is 
not to build up some particular faith, but to serve the men in the Army 
and Navy. By the same token anyone would know that it was not pri- 
marily a question of strengthening Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish 
faith, but of taking care of these children.” 
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prevailing philosophy of education in 
our universities, which is seeping down 
into our public school system, is a 
secular, atheistic philosophy. The re- 
sult of it is very certain. Christians 
may argue over the Supreme Court 
decision. But meanwhile, by their 
fruits we shall know whether our 
educational system is pleasing to God. 
Has the increase in juvenile delin- 
quency and lawlessness in America 
any connection with our public school 
system? When we know what educa- 
tion is, we shall surely say it has a 
direct connection. 

Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, chancellor 
of the University of Chicago, who does 
not take the Dewey position of secular- 
ism, declared that the only hope for 
a confused and tottering world is edu- 
cation. He states that we are not sure 
whether education will save us, but 
“it is the only hope we have.” The vital 
question is, What kind of education? 
Is it godless education or a Bible- 
based education? 


Where the Bible Is Excluded 

Dr. Fleming points out that statistics 
in the Department of Commerce re- 
veal that while crime increased 66.3 
per cent over the nation from 1910 to 
1938, it increased notably less in four 
states that had Bible in their schools 
—from 16 per cent to 30 per cent. The 
growth of crime in four states that 
excluded the Bible from the public 
schools ran from 154 per cent to 237 
per cent. The results today would 
probably be even more striking. In 
one city after another it is said that 
the whole discipline problem of the 
schools has changed when the Bible 
was introduced. Yet at one fell stroke, 
the Supreme Court decision and many 
misguided Christian leaders would put 


an end to this movement to get the 
Bible into the public schools. 

H. V. Kaltenborn, the noted com- 
mentator, recently said that this war 
now going on in America and the 
world is a war between Christ and 
antichrist. This is true. In America 
Wwe are now recognizing communism 
as antichrist and anti-God and anti- 
American.Therefore, we will not allow 
our American doctrine of freedom of 
speech to permit communism to tear 
down the foundations of America. 

This is just what we are doing in 
our educational system. The anti-God 
religion of communism is becoming 
the official religion of our great edu- 
cational system. Secularism means 
atheism. 

It is not an accident that this ques- 
tion was brought to the Supreme Court 
by an atheist mother, backed by her 
atheist husband, and by the society 
of Freethinkers; nor. is it an accident 
that the man. who has had more in- 
fluence on America’s educational 
system than any other single man, 
John Dewey of Columbia, is a secular- 
ist who wants a moral system without 
God. 

I realize that there are Christian 
leaders who will agree fully with this 
analysis of the fundamental principles 
underlying the doctrine of the separa- 
tion of the church and the state, but 
will also believe that the Supreme 
Court was right in ruling out this plan 
of released time used in Champaign, 
Ill. The real reason of the problem in 
our educational system is to put the 
Bible in all of the schools, and ‘have 
the reading of the Bible and also the 
teaching of the Bible in an absolutely 
nonsectarian way. This, however, would 
not be practicable in many communi- 
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ties. Therefore, various communities, 
according to their local problems, 
work out some plan which will not 
contradict the fundamental American 
principles, and yet will achieve the 
result of getting the Bible to the chil- 
dren. If the Supreme Court had ruled 
that this plan of released time was 
unconstitutional because it emphasized 
the differences between Protestants 
and Catholics and Jews, instead of em- 
phasizing the common truth of Chris- 
tianity, their decision would not have 
been fraught with such danger. 

Mr. Justice Reed, in his dissenting 
opinion, said that aid to religious 
sects, which the other eight justices 
saw in the Champaign released time 
plan, was only a “by-product of or- 
ganized society,” and was not to be 
condemned any more than the long- 
established practices connecting re- 
ligion with government. Justice Reed 
follows the same inaccurate use of 
the word “sect” in calling the Prot- 
estants, Catholics, and Jews “religious 
sects.” However, he has reference to 
the fact that the United States Gov- 
ernment employs chaplains in the 
armed forces and in Congress and in 
penitentiaries and prisons and in gov- 
ernment hospitals. The Government 
sets up standards for those chaplains 
which the churches have to meet. 
The Government builds the places of 
worship and recognizes that the in- 
structors and the consolations of God, 
called usually “religion,” are an essen- 
tial part of the effective service of 
the Army and Navy. The same princi- 
ple applies to government hospitals. 


The Logical End 

The logical end of this Supreme 
Court decision would be to discharge 
all the chaplains from the armed 
forces and from the hospitals and 
from the penitentiaries. Many states 
have laws requiring prisoners to go to 
religious services. Consider the situa- 
tion that America is placing herself 
in when she believes it vital to have 
the foundation teachings of morals 
and religion presented in the Army 
and Navy, in the hospitals and peni- 
tentiaries, and then rule out those 
same foundation principles in the 
place where they are more needed, and 
more effective than in any other 
place, namely, in the education of our 
children. The Supreme Court has ruled 
them out of the Champaign district 
in Illinois.on the very ground that 
would rule out all that the Govern- 
ment is doing in connection with re- 
ligion. 
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The fact is that when a religious 
council in any community gets to- 
gether and has an agreement between 
the Protestants, Catholics, and Jews, 
it means that the people of that com- 
munity have agreed that religious 
liberty is not infringed by the arrange- 
ments that they have. The Supreme 
Court ought not to interfere in these 
local and state decisions. 

We must frankly face the fact that 
in this problem concerning govern- 
ment and religion there are two deadly 
enemies in America. One is Roman 
Catholicism. With all the political 
power of this gigantic world-wide 
organization, with all the social and 
religious influence built upon the tol- 
erance and blindness of the American 
Protestants, the Roman Catholic 
Church is seeking to invade the public 
schools and to break down the true 
principles of the separation of church 
and state. Many are hailing the Su- 
preme Court decision as a safeguard 
against this movement of Catholicism 
to control America. 


Another Deadly Enemy 

The other deadly enemy is Modern- 
ism, parading as Protestant Christiani- 
ty. Many Christian leaders face the 
question as to what it will mean if 
the Modernists control the teaching 
of the Bible in the public schools. 
What they are already doing in state 
universities—tearing down the faith 
of students who come with a belief in 
the Bible—they would be doing with 
the younger children in the public 
schools. Many aware of this real men- 
ace, consider the Supreme Court de- 
cision a safeguard against the inroads 
of Modernism. 

But recognizing these grave dangers, 
we must ask whether the solution is to 
substitute secularism and atheism, or 
nonreligion, for Christianity. In sum- 
ming up our study of this decision let 
us return to the central fallacy in this 
pronouncement of the highest court 
of our land. They are interpreting the 
wall of separation between church 
and state to be a wall of separation 
between God and state. Professing 
friendship for religion they state again 
and again that government should be 
utterly and completely separate from 
religion. The Court’s decision stated: 
“Separation means separation, not 
something less. Jefferson’s metaphor 
in describing the relation between the 
church and state speaks of a ‘wall of 
separation,’ not of a fine line easily 
overstepped.” Then they conclude by 
quoting from their other unconstitu- 


tional decision in favor of contributing 
bus fare for parochial schools: “We re- 
new our conviction that we have staked 
the very existence of our country on 
the faith that complete separation be- 
tween the state and religion is best 
for the state and best for religion.” 
Jefferson did not say separation be- 
tween the “state and religion”; he 
said “state and church,” whichisa very 
different thing. Jefferson himself put 
religion into the University of Vir- 
ginia. 

Mr. Justice Jackson, while concur- 
ring in the main opinion, delivered a 
devastating indictment of the Supreme 
Court decision. It seems strange that 
he did not dissent from it. He wrote: 
“The plaintiff, as she has every right 
to be, is an avowed atheist. What 
She has asked of the court is that 
they not only end the ‘released time’ 
plan, but also ban every form of 
teaching which suggests or recognizes 
that there is a God. She would ban 
all teaching of the Scriptures. She 
especially mentions as an example of 
invasion of her rights, ‘having pupils 
learn and recite such statements as, 
“The Lord is my Shepherd, I shall 
not want.’”’ And she objects to teach- 
ing that the King James Version of 
the Bible ‘is called the Christian’s 
Guide Book, the Holy Writ, and the 
Word of God.’ and many other similar 
matters. This Court is directing the 
Illinois courts generally to sustain the 
plaintiff’s complaint without exception 
of any of these grounds of complaint, 
without discriminating between them 
and without laying down any stand- 
ards to define the limits of the effect 
of our decision.” 

He goes on to speak of the danger of 
such a declaration, and of interfering 
with local communities in their deci- 
sions upon it. He sees that the Supreme 
Court may be in danger of accepting 
“the role of a super board of education 
for every school district in the nation.” 

Justice Reid, in his dissenting opin- 
ion, argues logically that nothing in 
this Champaign arrangement can be 
proved to be contrary to the Constitu- 
tion. 

As we close our study, let us reiterate 
for the benefit of Christian leaders 
who favor this Supreme Court deci- 
sion, that these justices are involved 
in glaring contradictions and fallacies 
by their deliberate and constant 
equating of “sectarian teaching” with 
everything connected with religion or 
Christianity. We have sought to poin’

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Acts 1:8, “But ye _ shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you.” The word “power” 
means energy, strength, or a force 
tending to produce a motion, as a 
vehicle with a propelling motor. 
When Christ said that we would re- 
ceive power through the Holy Ghost, 
He meant we would receive a spiritual 
force that would tend to produce an 
energetic feeling.

Paul said, concerning his preaching,

and wonders, by the power of the 
Spirit of God; so that from Jerusalem, 
and round about unto Illyricum, I have 
fully preached the gospel of Christ,” 
Rom. 15:19. One cannot fully preach 
until he has the endowment of the 
Holy Ghost. Eph. 3:7 says, ‘““Whereof 
I was made a minister, according to 
the gift of the grace of God given 
unto me by the effectual working of 
his power.” Here Paul states that 
man’s work is not effectual without 
the work of God’s power. He tells us 
that his gospel came not in word only, 
but in power. I am afraid that much 
preaching is done in word-only style. 


THE UP-TO-DATE MINISTRY 

2 Tim. 3:5, “Having a form of god- 
liness, but denying the power thereof: 
from such turn away.” There are 
preachers with gigantic minds, the 
cream of the intellectual world, men 
who have spared no pain in trying to 
acquire the profoundest learning. Yes, 
they can even sway multitudes by 
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their magical oratory of speech, but 
are going without the power of the 
Holy Ghost. 

The minister who has God’s power 
with him will, while he is preaching, 
be interrupted by cries for mercy, 
and souls will be pricked by the arrow 
of conviction, quake and fall under the 
power of God. Yes, God empowers us 
for service. 

Acts. 6:5-10 states that the people 
could not resist the spirit by which 
Stephen spoke. The Holy Ghost was 
dominating their natural faculties.

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Jesus Preaches and Heals in Galilee!

TEXT: “Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of harvest, that he will send forth 
labourers into his harvest,” Matt. 9:38. 

“And Jesus went about all the cities 
and villages, teaching in their syna- 
gogues, and preaching the gospel of 
the kingdom, and healing every sick- 
ness and every disease among the 
people. But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with compassion 
on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep hav- 
ing no shepherd. 

“Then saith he unto his disciples, 
The harvest truly is plenteous, but 
the labourers are few; Pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that he 
will send forth labourers into his 
harvest,” Matt. 9:35-38. 

It was not such a difficult request 
that Jesus made to the disciples. He 
taught them how to pray. Now He 
tells them to pray. He had looked 
upon the multitudes. Anxiety shown 
upon His face, and His heart was deep- 
ly moved with compassion. Among the 
great assemblage there were those that 
fainted. He saw them as sheep disper- 
sing with no guiding shepherd. As He 
pondered, looking with love, anxiety, 
and tenderness upon His people, He 
made a request of the disciples to 
pray. The need was great. 

Let us suppose He talked some- 
what in this manner to His own, 
“Dear ones, I have called you to- 
gether for one cause. You can see, as 
we go through these towns, cities, and 
villages, the terrible need of the 
people. I led you in to their synagoges. 
As I preach to them you are learning, 
also. You have watched me heal. 
Could you count the number? No, you 
lost count after a few hundred were 
made whole. But the real reason I 
have called you few from the multi- 
tudes is that I want to transmit to 
you what I deeply feel in my heart 
for the world. Because you are called 
by me and in my constant presence 
you will acquire the same power I 
possess. You too will heal. You will 
preach the gospel of the kingdom. You 
are few among so many, but you shall 
shine as a city on a high hill. My few 
chosen shall be the salt of the earth. If 
you pray faithfully, I shall have labor- 
ers always in my harvest. My Father 
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will surely answer your prayer.” 

Let us observe if the disciples 
obeyed and prayed that prayer, and 
were they rewarded by the Lord of 
harvest? We know the disciples went 
forth as laborers of the gospel, and 
they surely must have prayed earnest- 
ly, for God worked mightily in their 
midst. On the day of Pentecost, when 
Peter preached a famous sermon, 
three thousand laborers were added 
to the group, or the Church of God, 
filled with power from the risen 
Christ, who worked miracles among 
them. The Holy Spirit was given them 
inasmuch as great wonders were per- 
formed. The laborers were busy with 
the great harvest. This important 
prayer to send laborers was certainly 
prayed effectually by the disciples, for 
all through the ages the compassion for 
the multitudes remains in the chosen 
few. What person today is ever saved 
and filled with the Holy Ghost and has 
no desire to work for God? Any true 
blood-bought child of God has great 
zeal to work in His vineyard. Some- 
times they have more zeal than wis- 
dom, nevertheless the Godly desire 
is there, and God’s church moves for- 
ward among the multitudes of the 
world. 

We see the Church of God as labor- 
ers together in God’s vineyard. The 
harvest, or the vineyard, is the entire 
world. The members of the church are 
the toilers, travelers, or laborers for 
the kingdom of the gospel; all as an 
army stationed at specific positions; 
all working for one end—to build the 
kingdom of God on earth, to conquer 
the foe of God and man, the devil, 
Satan, whose work is to sow seeds 
of tares in God’s vineyard. And what 
a powerful ally we have on our side— 
the Holy Ghost, endowing us with 
power to labor in all kinds of opposi- 
tion gladly, counting it a privilege, 
untiring, with all our spiritual and 
natural faclities given over to God. 

That prayer goes forth as a flam- 
ing sword, onward through all ages— 
from the time of Christ, the early 
church, the great reformation of 
Martin Luther, the Methodist revival, 
even to this day. We, the church of 
the living God, are laborers who have 
heard the call even as the disciples 
of old. We see the terrible hungry 
need of the world. We have witnessed 
Christ heal by faith. That great com- 


passion of Christ has been transmit- 
ted and we, too, see the multitudes as 
scattered sheep without a shepherd. 
We, as a church, have the same com- 
passion Jesus felt as He looked over 
Jerusalem and wept, saying, “If thou 
hadst known, even thou, at least in 
this thy day, the things which belong 
unto thy peace! but now they are hid 
from thine eyes. For the days shall 
come upon thee, that thine enemies 
shall cast a trench about thee, and 
compass thee around, and keep thee 
in on every side, and shall lay thee 
even with the ground, and thy chil- 
dren with thee; and they shall not 
leave in thee one stone upon another; 
because thou knewest not the time of 
thy visitation.” 

What was needful of Jerusalem then 
is needful of the world in general to- 
day. Jerusalem, we know, is literally 
compassed and besieged by destroying 
warfare today; but so will it be for 
all nations and cities. This woe is 
pronounced to God-rejecting nations 
and Christ-rejecting individuals. 
If God sent His own Son to 
the harvest and they killed Him and 
did away with Him and said, “away 
with Him, we will have none of Him,” 
what do they or the world in general 
think of us as harvesters? We are 
misunderstood, sometimes despised. We 
are cast with suspicion; nevertheless, 
we labor and with one laboring our 
fruits begin to blossom—such fruits as 
love for all mankind, hope for the 
hopeless, faith to the unbeliever, 
gentleness, kindness, endurance, and 
patience, for we will surely reap if 
we faint not, and in reaping we shall 
rejoice. 

Jesus healed and preached in Gali- 
lee. He asked His desciples to pray. 
The need expanded before Him into 
all generations to come. His plea is, 
“TI want workers who will work; work- 
ers who will put forth every effort to 
promote and exercise God’s kingdom; 
workers who are not ashamed, right- 
ly dividing the Word of God; and 
workers willing to distribute the Bread 
of Life to hungry, needy multitudes.” 
Yes, the great prayer of the disciples 
lives on. “O Lord of the harvest, send 
forth laborers into thy harvest, for 
the harvest is great and the laborers 
so few.” Will you not help that prayer 
to be fulfilled? and say with thy whole

True, the Sunday School 
originated in Great Britian, but it was 
to acheive its greatest growth and 
development in America; and while 
America made the Sunday School, it 
is equally true that the Sunday School 
made America. Never before had his- 
tory recorded a successful and perma- 
nent democracy, but never before had 
a democracy possessed a public school 
and a Sunday School. One is essential 
for developing the intelligence of the 
people; the other, for developing their 
character.

The Century of Conflict 

The twentieth century will be known 
as the century of conflict. It has al- 
ready staged the two greatest wars in 
history. These conflicts did not origi- 
nate in the Western Hemisphere, but 
the conflagration which was kindled 
in Europe soon involved all the conti- 
nents. Because of the defeat or deca- 
dence of other nations, the eyes of 
the world today are on America. 
Whether we desire it or not, millions 
are now looking to the United States 
for leadership, materially, economi- 
cally, socially, spiritually. Whether 
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America will be able to assist the world 
in solving its problems, whether this 
God-prospered and God-protected 
people can continue to hold its posi- 
tion are the questions today for think- 
ing men and women to ponder. In 
this connection nothing could be more 
profitable than a resume of Gibbon’s 
great classic, “The Decline and Fall of 
the Roman Empire.” 


For more than a half a millennium 
Rome ruled the world. Her capital was 
called “The Eternal City.” He would 
have been a rash man who, when 
Caesar Augustus was changing the 
Rome of brick to the Rome of marble; 
when manners were becoming more 
polished, language more refined, and 
literature rising to higher splendors— 
a rash man who would have said that 
Rome was entering upon her decline. 
But such was the case, and Gibbon 
sadly laments that Rome, having con- 
quered the world, was unable to con- 
quer herself. 

America’s greatest danger is not 
Russia, or even a coalition of the na- 
tions, but that she may not be able to 
conquer herself. There are thoughtful 
and unpredjudiced men today who 
believe that the same causes that 
turned Roman progress into retro- 
gression are operating against her. 
Three of these will be noted. 

1. Lawlessness—Even before the 
outbreak of the last war, the United 
States was declared to be the most 
lawless nation on earth, with a record 
for murder and juvenile delinquency 
that even Germany and Japan could 
not approximate. In a single decade 
more Americans were killed by assas-

sins than were slain in a century and 
a half of battles, while the cost of this 
mania of crime expressed in dollar 
bills would have been sufficient for 
one hundred currency rings around 
the earth. Before the war, fingerprints 
of 3,800,000 criminals were registered. 
Today there are in the files of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation at 
Washington no less than 7,500,000 fin- 
gerprints of persons with arrest rec- 
ords.* This army, larger even than 
that which took part in the actual 
fighting against Germany and Japan, 
is being reinforced daily by an alarm- 
ing number of juvenile delinquents. 
This upward swing of lawlessness is a 
mere ripple of the tidal wave of crime 
that threatens to roll upon us. “This 
country is in deadly peril,” says J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. “A creeping rot of moral 
disintergration is eating into our na- 
tion. The arrests of teen-age boys and 
girls are staggering, and some of the 
crimes that youngsters commit are 
almost unspeakable.” 


2. Drunkenness.—America has be- 
come a liquor-soaked nation. In the 
first decade after the repel of the pro- 
hibition amendment the arrests for 
drunkenness increased 250 per cent,

and for drunken drivers, 97 per cent. | 
The National Safety Council states 
that drinking has become so prevalent j 


among automobilists that one out of 
every eight drivers arrested is charged 
with intoxication, and that someone

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is killed every minute by a drunken 
driver. We now have 437,000 saloons, 
which means one for every 267 of the 
population, one for every 71 homes 
and eleven for every 5 churches. 
In one decade the nation consumed 
21,500,000,000 gallons of liquor at a 
cost of seventy billions of dollars. One 
out of every four in the United States 
is in the education business, for which 
we appropriate $15.33 per capita; but 
one-half of our adult population 
patronize the saloon business ata 
cost of $46.15 per capita. It would 
seem as though the people had gone 
“hog-wild crazy,” and were deter- 
mined to destroy themselves, if drunk- 
enness can bring it about. 


A Fast-Crumbling Pillar 

3. Homelessness.—The home which 
has been the main pillar of civilization, 
is fast crumbling in America. I re- 
member speaking upon the “Passing 
of the Home” in 1912 in my church in 
Buffalo, N. Y. At that time I deplored 
the fact that one out of every thirteen 
of our marriages ended in divorce. 
That number has increased so that 
now in some localities one out of every 
three homes is broken up by a legal 
separation of father and mother. The 
divorce mill in America is adding a 
vicious quota to the agencies contri- 
buting to juvenile delinquency. Re- 
lentlessly and with increasing mo- 
mentum, the terrible juggernaut car 
of divorce rolls across every state of 
the Union, leaving in its wake broken 
homes, wrecked families, and bewil- 


dered, unhappy children. Robert 
James Devine asks in “Christian 
Delinquency”; “What can any child 


with such a background and _ such 
handicaps do for himself today? 
Where would he or she begin? Many 
youngsters who have run afoul of the 
police, because of various violations, 
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started life with two strikes against 
them. They never had a chance. Their 
number is legion. They come from 
broken homes or homes where drunk- 
enness rules with its accompanying 
debauchery and poverty, driving chil- 
dren to crime in order to secure the 
necessities of life.”” These juvenile de- 
linquents are a national liability to 
any democracy. In only a few years 
they will cast the ballots that will de- 
termine the destiny of the republic. 
At this hour of national exigency 
Americans need not only the warning 
of Gibbon’s “Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire,” but instruction from 
Benjamin Kidd’s celebrated dictum, 
“What you put into your schools will 
in from twenty to thirty years be a 
controlling force in the lives of the 
people,” Our forefathers recognized 
this important law in human govern- 
ment. The founders of America be- 
lieved that the Bible should be taught 
in home, school, and church, and the 
younger generation made amendable 
to its discipline. Without this disci- 
pline they seemed to understand that 
a democracy must fail. “Look after 
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the boys and girls,” they said, “and 
your men and women can be trusted. 
Let them first learn to obey, and then 
put the fear and love of God in them. 
If this is done for all, each will live in 
security and faith in his fellow men 
and in his government.” 

During the nineteenth century—the 
century of achievement—America 
maintained religious instruction in its 
schools. The parochial schools of the 
Jews and the Catholics were well 
patronized, and in the early part of 
the century the Bible was an import- 
ant subject in public instruction. Even 
when the state finally relegated all 
religious education to-the church, the 
Sunday School was attended and sup- 
ported to such an extent that the vast 
majority of American children parti- 
cipated in the character-building 
portion of their training. But the 
twentieth century—the century of 
conflict—has witnssed not only the 
abandonment of the home as an edu- 
cational institution, but a tragic de- 
cline in Sunday School attendance. 
According to the statistics complied

Thousands 
have turned to God and are becoming 
civilized. We took in a group of ap- 
proximately 300 while in Argentina

vival is still continuing. Another chief 
wrote and invited us to come to his 
tribe. This is the greatest opportunity 
I know of, and I trust we can en- 
courage these precious people. About 
1,800 brethren in Chile are interested 
in joining our ranks. Also, I organized 
a church in Peru. Continue to pray 
for me. When I arrive home, I shall 
give you a more thorough report.” 





IMPRESSIONS OF INDIA 

It has been more than five years 
since I first set foot on India’s shores, 
and in that time changes of great 
importance have taken place. Indeed, 
I can say that India is a vastly dif- 
ferent place now to what it was five 
years ago. 

Due to the impetus of war and the 
attaining of independence, big steps 
have been made in all branches of 
national activity, and it seems almost 
incredible that such progress has 
been made in so short a time. 

Not only that but the process of 
Indianizing all the essential services 
has resulted in a vast exodus of for- 
eign nationals from this land, and 
the time has come when it would be 
wise to look at these events with an 
unbiased mind and with a view to 
adapting oneself to these existing con- 
ditions. 

India is in the melting pot, and the 
process of forming her future destiny 
is rapidly being evolved. 

The question that faces us is this, 
“Where exactly does the Christian 
gospel fit into this vast resurgence 
of national life which is sweeping at 
a terrific rate through the towns and 
villages of India today?” 

Such a question cannot be answered 
without a brief glance at some of the 
problems which are confronting the 
Christian church in India. It would 
be a mistake to underestimate those 
problems, and when one considers the 
power of the opposing forces it is 


a marvel that the church has made 
the progress that has been made. 

Briefly then, what are some of these 
problems? 

TRADITION 

Under the established rules and 
codes of Indian life there lies the es- 
sential basis of unity. In fact, this is 
such a predominating feature that it is 
supremely difficult, although not im- 
possible, to get individuals to act ac- 
cording to the light that they receive 
without reference to the interests of 
their respective families, or of the 
community at large. It is well known 
that the caste system is very strong 
in India, and to act outside of the 
interest of caste means absolute sep- 
aration and the loss of every privilege. 
Many of our Indian Christians have 
paid this price only to find that there 
is far richer inheritance in Christ, and 
one that will never pass away. 


DEMON WORSHIP 

This is something which has been 
the despair of missionaries ever since 
missionary work first started and 
which is the essential feature of 
Hinduism today. The lately deceased 
Indian leader, Mahatma Gandhi, was 
very keen on bringing about a fusion 
of the various religions in India, but 
such an idea was doomed to failure, 
for there can be no union in Hindu- 
ism with its demon worship and with 
the pure and beautiful conception of 
Christianity as embodied in Jesus 
Christ. The worship of demons plays 
a prominent part in Hindu religious 
rites. Marvelous work can be done 
by men under demon power, but the 
praise is given to the idol sitting in 
the temple, before which the people 
bow, not knowing that they are paying 
homage to Satan. WILL YOU help us 
missionaries to snatch as many of 
these people as possible from the 
clutches of Satan? These, among 
others, are some of the problems that 
raise a barrier to the spread of the 
gospel here in India, but I firmly be- 
lieve, yea, I know that the gospel of 
Jesus Christ is able to work in spite 
of all difficulties. We read daily of 
the appeals that are being made for 
more machinery, more food, more 
materials, more of every nation-build- 
ing item. The real need in India lies 
on the spiritual plane and, if she seeks 
the kingdom of God first, all other 
things will be added unto her. 

How then are the problems of India 
to be met? By more missionaries? 
That would only be a partial solution

out that in this they are going con- 
trary to the direct declarations of the 
United States Supreme Court, and of 
many state supreme courts. Horace 
Mann has been recognized as the 
father of our American public school 
system. The Supreme Court decision 
states: “In Massachusetts, largely 
through the efforts of Horace Mann, 
all sectarian teachers were barred 
from the common school to save it 
from being rent by denominational 
confict.” This is certainly true. But 
the amazing misuse that the Su- 
preme Court makes of this stand of 
Horace Mann is to bar all religious 
teaching from the schools, and to bar 
the teaching of the Bible from the 
schools, instead of doing what Horace 
Mann did—bar sectarian teaching. 

Here are Horace Mann’s words: 
“Had the Board required me to ex- 
clude either the Bible or religious in- 
structions from the schools, I certainly 
should have given them the earliest 
opportunity to appoint my successor.” 
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How does this statement of the 
father of our American public school 
system fit with these conclusions 
drawn by our Supreme Court Justices? 
Would that we had a Horace Mann in 
the Court today! 

We are not advocating that this de- 
cision should be disobeyed. Even if the 
Supreme Court is wrong, it should be 
obeyed till the decision is changed. But 
this decision is not necessarily binding 
in any situation that is different from 
the case upon which the Court gave 
an opinion. 

Meanwhile, let Americans be roused 
to save our Christian heritage, and our 
boys and girls, from the enemies of 
America’s God and the enemies of 
Christ and the Bible.—Courtesy of The

by the Gideons, there are today 
18,726,184, or 76 per cent, of the chil- 
dren enrolled in public schools that 
are not even in Sunday School. Not a 
single one of the larger denominations 
now has a larger Sunday School en- 
rollment than the church member- 
ship. The largest Protestant denomi- 
nation, which this year reports over 
eight million members, has three mil- 
lion less in the Sunday School, with 
an average attendance of only one- 
half the enrollment. Even in the 
South, where the Sunday School still 
is recognized as important, the largest 
denomination has an enrollment that 
is two million less than its member- 
ship. What hope can America have 
for its future when the moral and 
religious training of its children is 
sadly neglected alike by the home, the 
state, and the church? 


The hope of America lies in making 
the Sunday School an indispensable 
part of its educational system. Before 
the Sunday School can be improved 
and enlarged, a vast army of teachers 
will have to be recruited and trained. 
Half a million more teachers will be 
required this year and every subse- 
quent year until this stupendous task 
can be overtaken. To meet this apall- 
ing situation and provide for this 
national need, the Evangelical Teach- 
er Training Association has been at 
work for the past fifteen years. 
Thousands of young people have been 
prepared and one hundred forty-four 
co-operating normal schools to be 
teachers of teachers in the Sunday 
School and home, and millions of chil- 
dren throughout the world are now be- 
ing reached through this endless chain 
of instruction. Even this splendid ef- 
fort is only the beginning of that 
which must be recognized as the great- 
est task that has ever challenged the 
Christian church. As America goes, 
so goes the world, and national sta- 
bility and security will largely depend 
on the ability of the church to re- 
vitalize the Sunday School and make 
every home a training institution. 
Above all, those who are now compe- 
tent to conduct training classes 
should be encouraged to labor in every 
church and community. Strange as it 
may seem, there are already enough 
graduates of the Standard Training 
Course of the Evangelical Teacher 
Training Association to turn the tide 
of lawlessness, drunkenness and home- 
lessness and contributing agencies 
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that threaten the stability of the 
American Republic. If every graduate 
who now holds a teacher’s diploma 
would conduct a perennial class of 
twenty young people, each of whom 
might be persuaded to recruit a class 
of nine Bibleless, churchless boys and 
girls, in one year we could add more 
than two million to our Sunday 
Schools, and in ten years reach the 
eighteen and a half million spiritually 
illiterate in our public schools. 

Such far reaching possibilities of 
the teacher-training movement are so 
astonishing that one wonders why the 
Protestant church has so long neg- 
lected the method that accounts so 
largely for the strategic success of the 
apostolic church in the declining days 
of the Roman Empire. To encourage 
this movement, the Association has 
recently established an annual foun- 
der’s award of $250, of which $100 will 
go to the teacher issuing the largest 
number of certificates of credit, $75 
to the second, $50 to the third, and 
$25 to the fourth. 

Is there a graduate of the Standard 
Training Course in your church or 
vicinity? There are now more than 
ten thousand of these well-qualified 
teachers of teachers scattered all over 
the world, but mostly in the United 
States and Canada. Have you en- 
couraged these who have received un- 
paralleled Bible training to gather 
the young people into their classes, 
that the homes of America may be 
assured of parent teachers and the 
Sunday Schools enlarged and im- 
proved through additional instructors?

to the problem. India needs a mighty 
revival to sweep the country from end 
to end, a mighty moving of God which, 
beginning in the churches, would 
create a vision in the hearts of the 
believers to go out among India’s 
thronging crowds with the Word of 
Life. Often the native is able to go 
where the missionary is unable to go, 
and with a far superior grasp of the 
language. Until this happens, and we 
are praying and working towards that 
end, we shall move but slowly. 


Missionary enterprise has been 
working in India for nearly 200 years, 
and the present estimate is that 2 
per cent of the people are Christian. 
Is the gospel needed here? Is 
there anything that you can do?
